tult oflhc lives of 1,000 or lO.UOUindividuals,and 
deducing the mean duration; and then going 
through t e same process with like numbers, and 
the mean duration of the latter differed widely 
from the former, it would be to no purpose lo fol- 
low oul experiments: bul this is not the. fad, and 
in nothing is ihe uniformity of the general laws of 
nature more powerfully exemplified, than in regu- 
lating ihe period of human exislence.

of experience is conslant, that two bodies of' indi- 
viduals, each of IOOU, living in the same country, 
and of similar occupations, have each a period of' 
mean duration, which ditVers only a trifle from 
that of the other body.
